After a number of crowns had been respectfully deposited, M. Emile 
de Girardin was requested to pronounce a few words over the tomb, 
but declined. On his refusal the same request was addressed to M. 
Quentin, of the Revei/, whereupon he delivered a short discourse, 
which was listened to in religious silence. The decorum of this 
touching ceremony was hennily not troubled by any interference on 
the part of theauthorities, and all passed off with perfect tranquillity. 
It is estimated that no less than half a million persons visited the 
cemeteries of Pére La Chaise and Montmartre on Monday, and it 
was some time before the former could be cleared when the hour 
for closing the gates had arrived, the means of egress being quite 
inadequate to the number of visitors. The united receipts of dealers

The English evolutionary squadron, commanded by Lord 
Clarence Paget, recently cast anchor in Maddalena Roads, on the 
coast of Sardinia. Lord Clarence Paget paid a visit to General 
Garibaldi at Caprera, and was received with much cordiality. 

The Pope has commuted the capital sentence on the insurgents 
Monti and Tognetti to one of hard labour for life. 

The brigands in the Papal States are becoming bolder. On 
Tuesday se’nnight they made a descent upon the country residence 
of the pupils of the Scotch College at Rome, situated at Grotto 
errata, in the Roman Campagna. They carried off the Abbe 
unpbell, and require 100,000f. ransom for him. His case has been

General Grant and Mr. Schuyler Colfax are virtually clected 
President and Vice-President of the United States, the Republican 
having, on Tuesday, carried nearly all the Northern States by 
increased majoritic The Philadelphia corre f the 7) 
telegraphs that Grant has secured twenty-f 8, giving 20 
electoral votes; Seymour, nine States, giving eighty-eight votes 


The Democrats have carried the election in the State of New 
Jersey. They have also carried the State of New York by a 
majority of 8000 for Seymour as President, and of 
Hoffman as Governor. In Virginia, Mississippi, and Texas there 


| were no elections, those States being excluded from voting. The

at the polls; but no disturbance of the public peace is reported 
except from Savannah, in Georgia, where a fight occurred, in which 


five negroes were killed and others wounded. 

The rest of the news brought by the Atlantic cable is comprised 
in the announcement that General Butler, who was thought to be in 
danger of losing his seat, has been again returned to Congress ; and 
that the prizefighter Morrissey is re-elected for New York, George 
Francis Train, who was opposed to him, being defeated. 

Mr. Secretary Seward Ses seized the occasion of a visit to hi 
home at Auburn, New York, to break his long silence on domesti 
politics. In a speech addressed to his fellow-townsmen he defend< 
the reconstruction policy of President Johnson; and, while con- 
demning in strong terms that of the Radicals, would never consent 
to take the sword or place it in the hand of another to undo what 
has been done, however unnecessary and unwise it may have been. 
He thinks the distrust of the Democratic party felt by a large mass 
of the people ought to be respected. For himself, he confides in 
the Republican party, which saved the union and abolished slavery ; 
not in the Democrats, whose success he sincerely believes woul! 
seriously delay the restoration of harmony and peace. It is stated 
that the speech excited profound interest, as it places the Secretary 
of State in direct antagonism with the President on ‘the exvitin 
questions of the day. 

The Times’ correspondent at Philadelphia telegraphs that ‘ th: 
Indians attacked the Pacific Railway on Saturday, interrupted the 
traffic, and wrecked one train. One person was killed. United 
States troops are being sent to protect the railway. 

The Salt Lake papers give the proceedings of a general Mormon 
conference. The Mormon Church unanimously agreed that the 
commercial intercourse with the Gentiles be restricted to the neces- 
sities of the Mormons. Those purchasing generally from Gentiles 
do so at the peril of expulsion from the Church, This measure wa 
urged as necessary in self-defence against the rapidly-approachin 
danger of outsiders, coming in with the Pacific Railroad, who «) 
avowed enemies of Mormonism.

The Registration Appeal Court of Scotland has decided against 
the claim of women to vote at Parliamentary elections. 


The Council of the Archawological Institute has selected Bury St. 
Edmunds as the place in which to hold its congress next year. 


The Hon. Charles F. Bourke, brother of Lord Mayo, has been 
appointed to the vacant office of Inspector-General of Irish Prisons. 


The workshops at the Stoke railway station were burnt down on 
Friday. Several carriages were destroyed, as well as a number of 
wagegon-sheets, paints, and tools, 

A bear escaped from its den at Belle Vue Gardens, Manchester, 
last Saturday, whilst the keeper was cleaning the cell, and before 
the brute was captured a keeper was severely bitten by it, and has 
since died. 

It has been determined by the committee for the erection of the 
memorial in Dublin to the late Earl of Carlisle to place the statue, 
which Mr. Foley has promised for May next, in the People’s 
Garden, in Phoenix Park. 


A large and handsome building has been erected in King-street, 
York, for the purposes of a Corn Exchange. The opening of the 
Exchange was celebrated by a public dinner on Thursday week, at 
which Lord Wenlock presided.

three of her crew. When intelligence of this outrage reached 
Labuan, by means of five of the crew who had escaped, Governor 
Hennessy started in pursuit, in her Majesty's gun-boat Dwarf. 
which had arrived opportunely from Hong-Kong. : 
It was recently announced in a telegram that the Coloni 
Secretary of New South Wales had stated that a conspirac had 
been organised for the purpose of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, that one of the conspirators had been murdered by his 
confederates as untrustworthy, and that — would shortly 
be laid before the Parliament. We now learn that the conspiracy 
referred to was not a new one, as might have been supposed, but 
merely that which was rted to exist at the time of the attempt 
vpon the Duke's life by O’ Farrell.

On Tuesday week the parish church of Sutton-in-Ashficld, Notts, 
was reopened by the Bishop of Lincoln, after a thorough restoration by 
Mr. C. J. Neale. The church is a very ancient structure, being partly 
Norman and partly Early English, the tower, with its pretty

| century. Through the neglect of former days it had become 
| actually ruinous; and on the appointment of the Rev. Charles

University. The Conservatives have put forward Lord Stanley; 
the Liberals, Mr. Robert Lowe. 

A meeting has been held in Manchester in furtherance of the 
scheme for the extension of Owens College. The intention is not 
merely to house the college in buildings more suitable than those 
at present occupied, but to provide for a large development of the 
educating capacity of the institution. About a quarter of a million 
of money will be required for the execution of this design. It is 
proposed to raise from £100,000 to £150,000 by subscription, and 
it is hoped that the Government may be induced, as in the case of 
Glasgow, to make a grant of, say, £100,000. 


At a meeting of the Edinburgh University Council, yesterday 
week, the Lord Justice-General of Scotland and Mr. Gladstone 
were nominated for the Chancellorship, in the room of the late 
Lord Brougham. The show of hands was nearly equal; but the 
chairman declared it to be in favour of the Lord Justice. A general 
poll was demanded. The session of the University was opened 
on Monday, when the customary introductory addresses were given 
by the professors. The College of Surgeons and the Royal 
Veterinary College were also resumed. At night the inaugural 
address to the Scots Law Society was given by Lord Ardmillan. 
On Tuesday Sir Alexander Grant, the newly-clected Principal, was 
installed. 

The University of London has recently established a new degree, 
the highest in the faculty of arts, with the title D. Lit., or Docto: 
of Literature. It is open to all graduates in arts of the English 
Universities and of Dublin on passing two examinations at an 
interval of at least a year. The former of these is in the Greek and 
Latin classics generally, with prose composition in Greek, Latin, 
and English, and in the history of the world to the end of the 
eighteenth century. This examination also confers the degree of 
M.A. At the second examination candidates bring up, in all cases, 
the English language, literature, and history, and either the French 
or the German language and literature. In addition to these, they 
may choose either of these two, or any one of the following sub- 
jects—Anglo-Saxon with Icelandic; Sanscrit, Arabic, Hebrew with 
Syriac. This final examination has just been held for the first time; 
and Mr. R. F. Weymouth, who took his M.A. degree in 1849, has 
been admitted D. Lit., having passed in the optional su 
French, Anglo-Saxon, and Icelandic. 
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THE PUNJAUB FRONTIER WAR. 


A narrative, by an eye-witness, of the late conflicts with th 
tribes in the Huzara country, or the Black Mountain, as it is called, 
on the north-west frontier of the Punjaub, appeared in this Journal 
a fortnight ago, with some Illustrations, from original sketches, of 
the village of Oghee, in the Agrore valley, {the post of a small 
British and native Indian force, which sustained a prolonged siege, 
or leaguer, during many days of last July and August; as 
well as the military station of Abottabad, from which relief was 
sent at last. One of the Engravings in this number shows the 
village of Dilboree, about two miles from Oghee, the former place 
having been frequently mentioned. It was held, at first, by a 
detachment of our troops; but they were exposed to constant 
attacks from the enemy, coming down from the mountain called the 
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Khoond Gully, so that Dilboree was at length evacuated and 
burnt, for want of a sufficient force to hold out. One of these 
attacks is represented in our correspondent’s sketch. The troops 


to the left hand, and close to the village, are those of a friendly 
native chief, the Khan of Umb, who gave our party the most useful 
assistance. 

Two other Engravings in this Number have some connection 
with the same topic, as they are views of notable places in that 
region of the Punjaub, though not in the district where these con- 
flicts have broken out. One represents the Shubkuddar fort, a part 
of the fortifications of Peshawur, which is the frontier town on the 
road to Afghanistan, beyond the Indus, eighteen miles from the 
entrance to the Khyber Pass. This fort was built by the Sikhs, 
under Runjeet Singh, after the conquest of the province of 
Peshawur from the Afghans, about forty years ago. It occupies 
the site of the Bala Hissar, the former residence of the Afghan 
Princes, which the Sikhs destroyed. The fort is square, with round 
towers at the angles, and with semicircular ravelins, and otber 
outworks, The town of Pes! i contains 60,000 inhabitants, of 
whom not more than 7000 liindo the rest are Mohammeda 
it is a place of much traffic, and its position is of the greatest 
military importance. The fortress and small town of Attock, on 
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the left or east bank of the Indus, just where that river ceases to 
be navigable, is on the same line of road from the Punjaub to 


Cabool and Afghanistan. There is a bridge of boats at this 
place, and a ferry ; the river is here 530 feet wide, running between 
high precipitous banks of slate-rock, at a speed of six miles an 
hour, and varying in depth from 30 ft. to 60 ft. or 70 ft., at different 
seasons of the year. The fortress of Attock, strongly built of stone, 
was erected, in 1580, by the Mogul Emperor Akbar Khan, to com- 
mand the passage; but it would not resist modern artillery. The 
town has only about 2000 inhabitants. 

The Bombay papers of the 10th ult. state that the news from 
the north-west frontier shows that there is no likelihood of the 
operations in Huzara amounting to anything more serious than a 
chase of the Hussunzyes across the Black Mountain. The first 
brigade of General Wilde’s force had a brush with the enemy on 
Oct. 4, and occupied Chitterbut, on the crest of the mountain, fol- 
lowed by the second brigade. On the 5th a further advance was 
made by General Wilde, and the highest peak of the mountain 
occupied. The enemy made scarcely any stand. A telegram, 
dated Oct. 7, stated that resistance was collapsing, and that some 
of the belligerent tribes were suing for peace. Another telegram, 


dated Oct. 8, stated that the enemy had altogether disappeared, and 
that the British troops were burning their villages. 

It is authoritatively announced that Parliament will be dis- 
solved, by Royal proclamation, on Wednesday next, the 11th inst. 
The writs for the new Parliament will be issued immediately 
afterwards, 

In the first nine months of the present year we sent abroad 


2,188,591,288 yards of cotton piece goods manufactured in this 
country—a larger quantity by nearly 150,000,000 yards than in th 
corresponding period of 1867, the year of the largest export of cotton 
manufactures ever known. 

The new suspension-bridge at Niagara Falls, commenced mor 
than a year ago, will soon be completed. The bridge extends from 
a point just below the American falls to a point on the Canadian 
side just below the Clifton House. The span is 1264 ft. 4in 
the two cables are 1900ft. long. In each cable there are seven wire 
ropes, each 2}in. in diameter. The span is said tobe longer tha 
that of any other suspension-bridge in the world. 


The Meteorological Office in London has received infornation 
that the Fitzroy dram signal is henceforth to be used at Hamburg 
and Cuxhaven, and is to have the same significance there as ata 
British station. Telegraphic intelligence of storms has been sent 
to Hamburg since the commencement of February by the Meteoro- 
logical Office in London, and it is in consequence of this intelligenc« 
having been found of service that the resolution has been adopted. 


Dr. Petermann and the crew of the German Arctic Expedition 
have been entertained by the Bremen merchants upon the com- 
letion of their scientific enterprise. As appeared from a speech 
Yr. Petermann delivered on the occasion, this year’s cruise cost no 
more than 10,000 thalers, leaving twice as much in his hands for 
another venture. The second expedition will be probably made in 
a steamer, which class of vessel, according to Dr. Petermann and 
Herr Koldewey, the captain of the Germania, will almost any yea

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BIRMINGHAM STATUE OF JAMES WATT. 


A memorial statue of James Watt, the great improver of the 
steam-engine, erected, by public subscription, at Birming- 
ham, was unveiled to view on the 2nd inst., in the presence 
of the Earl of Carnarvon, president, and other members 
of the Social Science Congress, then assembled in that 
town. It was received by the Mayor of Birmingham from 
Mr. Henry Wiggin, chairman of the Watt Statue com- 
mittee; and Mr. Samuel Timmins delivered an instructive 
address, of a biographical and historical character, to « 
large audience, in the Townhall. Without reference to the 
immense results of James Watt's ingenuity, as shown in 
the tenfold increase of British manufactures and in the 
modern facilities of travelling and carriage all over the 
world, it may be remarked that he settled in Birmingham 
in the year 1775, and at that period, or a few years later, 
the town consisted of only 125 streets, containing 8300 in- 
habited houses and 60,000 persons. The —— of 
Birmingham is now 350,000; there are 60,000 houses and 
600 streets; the industrial operations of the town being 
aided by 700 steam-engines, with an aggregate power equal 
to that of ten thousand horses. It might therefore seem 
strange that half a century should have been allowed to pass 
without providing a conspicuous local memorial of this great 
man, 1e want is nobly supplied by the fine work oc art 
represented in our Engraving. The sculptor is Mr. 
Alexander Munro, of London. Everybody is familiar with 
Chantrey’s figure of the great mechanician, the original of 
which stands in a chapel at Handsworth Church, and was 
erected to the memory of James Watt by an affectionate son ; 
and copies of which stand in Westminster Abbey, in Man- 
chester, in Edinburgh, in Glasgow, and in Greenock. But 
grand and graceful as that work is, the work of Mr. Alexander 
Munro is one not unworthy of comparison with it. The 
statue is executed in Sicilian marble. Tn height it is 8 ft. 3 in. 
It represents James Watt standing, attired in the costume 
of his period; his head is slightly inclined in front; his 
right hand holds a pair of compasses, while his left rests 
on the cover of the cylinder of the steam-engine which he 
perfecte1; the weight of the body is thrown on the left 
arm. ‘ It would,”’ as has been well said, “‘ be difficult to 
conceive an attitude more thoroughly expressive of a work 
accomplished. The significant grasp of the fact by the left 
hand, and the almost dreamy way in which the other 
hand holds the compasses with their points upturned, 
tell the whole story of the man’s life even to the careless 
spectator; for, useless as the cOmpdsses afte now, and, 
though still held, no longer active, the man rests secure in the 
knowledge of the greatness of his great invention. The 
attitude is one of rest and calm. Of vulgar triumph there 
is none expressed about the mouth or in the eyes, nor in the 
richly-furrowed forehead, broad and high; but there is an 
almost tender sadness. The statue isa poem—a great and 
noble work, which makes us glad when we think that we 
have such artists among us and of us; for the whole life is 

the innate genius, the long struggle, the many 
failures, the perfect bags O and the triumph, one, indeed, 
unsoiled by any ignoble thought, and into which entered 
no taint of earthly selfishness. The sculptor has seen the 
whole of Watt's life clearly, and he has made it plain to 
us also.”” The value of the work is increased by the care- 
ful and painstaking manner in which the various details of 
the accessories are carried out. The cylinder is not a con- 
ventional but a real cylinder; it is carefully worked down 
to every bolt and moulding, from a model made from a 
drawing by James Watt himself. Its metallic character 
and finish are clearly indicated, and contrast admirably with 
the texture of the clothing in which Watt is represented as 
attired, and also with the bold rustic-work pedestal on 
which the figure stands. This pedestal is of Derbyshire 
freestone, carefully worked. The united height of svatue 
and pedestal is nearly 20 ft. 

The statue is evidently one of deep interest to the Bir- 
mingham workmen, who stand grouped around it in the 
early morning as they are going to work, or at the time of 
the noonday meal, or when the day’s labour is at an end. 
Then and there may be seen hundreds of men looking up 
at this statue with silent awe and admiration, their feelings 
best expressed by their rapt gaze and their whispering 
remarks to each other as they learn and discuss what 


James Watt did to lighten human labour and to advance the manu- 
factures of their country. Who, then, may calculate the moral 
and intellectual influences of such a statue ?—the resolutions that 
may be inspired, or the exertions that may be called forth, by 
looking upon so noble and thoughtful a work of art, representin 

and symbolising science in one of its noblest aspects, in the form of

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AN EARTHQUAKE IN ENGLAND. 
Last week we had to record that Ireland had been visited 
by an earthquake on a small scale, and we have now to 
add that earthquake shocks, differing in intensity, were felt 
yesterday se’nnight in several parts of England—the district 
affected being about the same as that in which the severe 
shock was felt in October, 1863. The greatest force of the 
earthquake seems to have occurred in Wales and the western 
counties. Different accounts concur in fixing the time of the 
shocks as between ten and eleven at night. Some persons 
speak of a trembling of the earth, as if a laden waggon was 
passing along the street, others imagined some animal had 
got into their bed-room and was scampering about the floor. 
The motion of articles of furniture, the jingling of glasses, 
and the oscillation of beds were very common. Most of the 
reports agree that these indications were accompanied by a 
noise like that of a high wind, or of a vehicle or train passing. 

One correspondent at Hereford says :—‘*‘ My chair for an 
instant shook violently, and I perceived what I might have 
taken for a furious blast of wind, but it was too instanta- 
neous, and it seemed to come from the earth rather than 
from the air. The wind was somewhat gusty. The sky 
was nearly clear, except that there was a dark bank of 
clouds in the south-west.’’ 

At Worcester there was a gentle up-and-down motion 
without sound, while at Cardiff the shock was accompanied 
by a low rumbling sound, which caused an apprehension 
that a colliery explosion had occurred. 

At Broseley, in Shropshire, two distinct shocks were 
noted, each lasting about six or seven seconds. 

A correspondent, writing from Sherborne, Dersetshire, 
describes the event there thus:—‘“It appeared as if the 
building had been suddenly upheaved by something rolling 
underneath from north to south, and that it gave a little 
shake on settling down again.’’ 

In Somersetshire the vibration was so great as to cause 
bedsteads to rock. The shock also extended to the midland 
districts. 

At Marlborough the shock was so severe as to give a 
sensible, and in some cases a violent, concussion to chairs 
and tables, and to awake persons who were sleeping. 

Reports from various parts of Leicestershire speak of 
many persons having experienced a slight undulatory move- 
ment. Several persons in Leicester, who at first attributed 
the shock to explosion, speak of the window-frames and 
various things in their houses rattling so violently as to dis- 
turb them from their slumbers; while china and glass 
jingled on the shelves. 

The shock was distinctly felt in and around Nottingham. 
A resident in an elevated position on “‘ the forest,’’ once 
part of Sherwood, states that, at about half-past ten o’ clock, 
he felt the bed move under him, and in consequence jumped 
up hastily, when he found that his brothers had been 
aroused by the same shock. Other persons living in the 
same locality distinctly felt the vibration, Several houses 
were shaken, and numbers of people were awakened out of 
their sleep. 

A correspondent at Blackheath writes to a contempo- 
rary :—‘*My daughters came down from their beds in the 
greatest alarm, and said they had had their beds shaken 
under them, and that they were convinced it was an earth- 
quake. A servant in the house, who was also in bed, stated 
that she had felt the same shaking; and each of them, from 
the sensations, experienced a feeling of sickness.’’ 

The general conclusion to be drawn from the mass of 
communications is that the shock or shocks were felt in all 
the counties of Wales, in Herefordshire, Worcestershire, 
the western and several of the midland counties. One 
gentleman noticed them in the Isle of Wight. Correspond- 
ents of the Ereter Gazette in South Molton, Tiverton, 
Honiton, Stoke Canon, and other places in Devon confirm 
the shock. Letters have been received from Leamington, 
Warwick, Chippenham, Bridgwater, Worcester, and 
Swansea, mentioning, with more or less particularity, the 
nature of the earthquake; and we have it on the authority 
of correspondents that in Manchester, Liverpool, and 
Birkenhead a disturbance of the earth was observed. 

The Birmingham Post says the shock was experienced in 
various parts of the town, and also on the southern side of 
Birmingham. There were two shocks, both about the same 
duration and strength. 

The following has been received from Mr. Plant, the 
Birmingham: meteorologist :—‘‘ The earthquake of Noy. 9, 1852, 
occurred early in the morning. Both the besonaster and thermo- 
meter were high. The former rose half an inch. The earthquake 
of Oct. 6, 1863, was at four in the morning. After the earthquake 
the temperature rose considerably. The earthquake of Oct. 30, 
1868 (last Friday), was at 10.40 p.m. Both barometerand thermo- 
meter were high; the latter rose remarkably.”’

We necd not pause over the familiar style of Mr. T. Faed’s 
** Highland Mary ’’ (48), the blackish shadows of which recall, how- 
ever, earlier works ; norat Mr. Pettie’s skilful realisation (56) of an 
exhibited sketch showing a childish ballet-dancer pirouctting to 
the fiddling of an encouraging and delighted old teacher. The 
same painter has a lugubrious sensational representation (88) of a 
Cavalier of doltish aspect, discovered at dawn standing amongst 
the cards and dice which have wrought his ruin. The analogous 
style of Mr. Orchardson is exemplified in a picture wherein a 
réchauffé of a rather stale idea is served with sixteenth-century 
accompaniments—na maiden bears towards a large curtained bed- 
stead a tray of medicines for an invalid, or rather what looks like 
sack and posset for a convalescent. The artist’s thin, scratchy 
method—the opaque colours so applied as to leave the under- 
painting and ground showing through—is well calculated to display 
his manual dexterity ; but, being not a little artificial, is liable to 
pall on repetition. Another objection, suggesting unfavourable 
anticipations, must be raised to the large, vacant, uninteresting 
bed-« b amber in which the female nurse is wandering. The con- 
tinual reproduction of these illogically and unpictorially dispro- 
portionate backgrounds, in dé fiance of all remonstranc e, would seem 
to imply mere wanton perversity.

‘We regret to find that insufficient space remains for due n stice 
of the landscapes.

C.J. Lewis is always at home ina 
wheat-field no less than a barley-field, but is less happy with his 
figures in No. 132. Mr. Wyllie, jun., the youthful winner of the 
last Turner gold medal, exhibits a marine piece remarkable for the 
courage and observation evinced in rendering the complete modi- 
fication of the colour of the sea by sky reflection in “ dirty,’’ rainy 
weather. An example of the artistic value of suggestive treatment 
in dealing with the difficult phenomena of moonlight is aff as ded in 
Mr. Teniswood’s beautiful little picture of * Pwestam"’ (45), 
where the old temple, rising ghostlike out of the night mist, seems 
to typify the hoary haze of centuries in which the record of its 
foundation is lost.

The usual monthly return of the emigration from Liverpool was 
completed by the Government officials on Monday. There sailed 
from that port during October twenty-five ships under the Act, 
with 9289 passengers, of whom 3649 were English, 298 Scotch, 1985 
Irish, and 3353 foreigners. Of the twenty-five ships, nineteos 
sailed to the United States, with 7433 passengers; of whom 2792 
were English, 265 Scotch, 1742 Irish, and 2634 foreigners. Te 
Canada there were five ships, with 1459 passengers; of whom 682 
were English, 58 Lrish, and 719 foreigners. To Victoria there was 
one ship, with 397 passengers; of whom 176 were English, 33 
Scotch, and 189 Irish. The number of ships sailing not under the 
Act was twenty-one; of which seven left for the United States, 
with 732 passengers: two to Victoria, with 118 passengers; one te 
Canada, with 38 passengers; six to South America, with 95 
passengers; two to the West Indies, with 6 passengers; and three 
to Africa, with 84 passengers. Making a grand total of forty-six 
ships and 10,362 passengers; which, when compared with the 
corresponding month of last year, shows a falling off of 838. The 
emigration from the Mersey for September last was 12,720,

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL TRANSA( 
(From our City Correspondent.) 

Heaviness has been the predominant characteristic of most of the Stook 
Exchange markets. In nearly all claasesof securities the dealings have been 
only to a moderate extent; and, owing to a preponderance of sales over in- 
vestments, the movements in prices have, in many instances, been unfavoure 
able. For Home Securities the demand has ruled heavy. ‘The transactions 
in Conrols have been limited; nevertheless, the fiuctuations in prices have 
not been important. Consols, for Money, have been done at $4 to 944; and 
for the December Account, 944 to 944. Reduced and New Three per Cents 
have taarked 925 92]. Indian Securities have been firm in value. India 
Five per Cents have been done at 114] to 115; and the Bonds, 15s. prem.

More activity has prevailed in the demand for money, and the rates for 
accommodation have ruled higher. ‘The quotation for discounting choice 
thirty days’ paper in the open market has advanced to 1) to 1} per cent. 
The gradual increase in the supply of bills afloat and the resumption of the 
exports of gold to the Continent have materially reduced the hitherto large 
amount of unemployed capital, and it is not at all improbable that at no

very remote period an advance will take piace in the minimum rate 
of discount, more especially as considerable sums of money will be 
required to meet the Russian loan now being introduced, as 


well as the new Victorian Railroad loan, the prospectus of which, it is 
anticipated, will shortly be issued. At the same time rumours are gaining 
ground that other foreign countries will be contracting fresh loans, but 
they have not, as yet, assumed any tangible form. 

The gold arrivals during the week have been only moderate, and the 
amount sent into the Bank of England has been necessarily limited. The 
withdrawals, however, have been on a somewhat extensive scale, and they 
Lave exceeded the purchases by about £200,000. 

There has been a good demand for bills, and the rates of exchange have 
been again less favourable to this country. 

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on India have taken place. The mini- 
mum quotation was fixed, as before, at 1s. 104d. Tenders at 1s. 11}. will 
receive about 72 per cent. The result of the biddings has shown that there 
is an increased inquiry for remittance to the East. 

Messrs. R. Raphael and Sons have issued the prospectus of the Charko- 
Azof (Russian) Railway Company. The amount to be subscribed for is 
£4,349,280, of which £2,000,000 will be offered in London, and the remainder 
on the Continent. The price of issue is 80, or, deducting allowances, 784, 
and the rate of interest 5 per cent. The bonds are to be reduced at par in 
eighty-five years by annual drawings, commencing December, 1870. 

The amount of the new loan for the colony of Victoria is to be £2,107,000. 

It is rumoured that a new Russian Railway loan will soon be introduced.

SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA. 
The damage caused by the earthquake at San Francisco, on Sept. 
21, is described in a letter of that date, as follows :—*‘ The most 
terrible earthquake that ever visited this coast occurred this morning 
at seven minutes before eight o'clock. The shocks were tremen- 
dous, and the vibrations were from north-west to south-east, and 
were prolonged. After the first heavy shocks several others 
occurred, but of much less violence. Business is nearly entirely 
suspended, and half the population is in the street. 


In several 
parts of the city, upon the made ground, the earth has =< 
and water has been thrown up from the cracks to the height 
of several feet. On some of the streets the buildings have sunk 
several inches, and been left in every conceivable shape. Scarcely

Sent to suppress a Liberal rising 
in Barcelona, he is accused of 
having connived at it, and fanned 
the disturbances which for a year 
made Catalonia the seat of civil 
war. The work which he was 
affecting to do made him hated by 
the popular party; his failure to 
do it disgraced him at Court. He 
was deprived of his command, put 
on his trial for a conspiracy against 
the Government, and sentenced 
to six years’ imprisonment, from 
which, after six months, he was 
released, at his mother’s prayer. 
For nine years he lived in retire- 
ment. In 1853 the outbreak of 
war with Russia afforded a vent 
for his active spirit. He was ap- 

inted to a command on the 

anube, and the first successes of 
the Turks at Oltenitza and 
Silistria are attributed to his skill 
and daring. The insurrection of 
1854 summoned him to Spain. 
He associated himself with the 
Progressist party, under his old 
rival Espartero. Though elected 
to the Congress of Deputies for 
Barcelona next year, and raised 
to the Senate in 1858, Prim’s 
military career was more illustrious 
than the part he played in politics. 
His brilliant services in the war 
with Morocco in 1859 and 1860 
made him for a time the national 
hero. Hisseparation as the leader 
of the Spanish force from partner- 
ship with the policy of France in 
Mexico, and his protestsin favour of 
the independence of that Republic, 
earned him a truer title to esteem. 
There are two letters extant 
which should not be lost sight of — 
one is that of the Emperor 
Napoleon to Prim, expressing his 
satisfaction at the General’s ap- 
pontnees to the command of the 
Spanish contingent in Mexico; 
the other is from Prim to the 
Emperor Napoleon, dissuading 
him from the prosecution of his 
Imperial scheme in that distant 
region at the time that he an- 
nounced his resolution to with- 
draw the Spanish contingent. It 
is not merely because it happened 
at that juncture that the General 
was right and the Emperor was 
wrong that Prim came off with so 
much honour from that affair. It 
was because he was acting against 
his own interest; because he 
threw away his opportunity not 
only for promotion at home but 
for consideration abroad ; because 
he ventured, upon his own re-

sponsibility, on a measure upon 
which he felt sure his vain- 
glorious countrymen would pass 
an unfavourable judgment, that 
his example deserves so much 
praise. Interpreted by the light 
of his conduct on this occasion, it 
is possible to believe that an 
impulse of patriotism and of 
resentment at the oppression and 
degradation of his country urged 
him to the insurrectionary move- 
ment which he set on foot in 
1866, renewed in 1867, and, after 
those unsuccessful attempts, has 
carried to a successful issue in 
1868. So far as the Spanish re- 
volution is the work of one man, 
Prim may claim to be its author. 
The General made his first 
attempt of that nature in January, 
1866; he renewed it through his 
agents in June of the same year, 
and in August of the following 
year. Though unsuccessful in all 
these outbreaks, he continued to 
be the centre of national hope and 
aspiration. Men described him 
as endowed with the perseverance 
of Mazzini and the daring of 
Garibaldi. His retreat to Portu- 
gal in the winter of 1866 had 
enough of the marvellous and of 
the adventurous to throw an 
almost romantic halo of renown 
on hisname. There was hardly 
any mad exploit that his country- 
men did not deem him equal to, 
‘* Happen what may, he was sure 
to come back. Happen what may, 
he was sure to have his own 
aos OY gad faith would hear 
nothing of contingency or - 
bability.

THE 
LORD MAYOR ELECT. 


The Right Hon. James Clarke 
Lawrence, who been pre- 
sented by the Recorder to the 
Lord Chancellor and approved by 
her Majesty as the Lord Mayor 
of London for the ensuing year, 
is brother to Alderman William 
Lawrence, M.P. for the city of 
London, who was Lord Mayor in 
1863. The new Lord Mayer, who 
is between forty and y years 
of age, is the second son of the 
late Mr. William Lawrence, 
a Magistrate of Middlesex, and 
Alderman of Bread-street ward 
from 1848 to 1855, and Sheriff in 
the mayoralty of* Sir James 
Duke. Having taken, during 
some years previously, an active 
part in the affairs of the City 
of London, Mr. James Lawrence 
was, in 1856, elected chairman of 
the Livery Committee. In 1859 
he was appointed a Commissioner 
of Lieutenancy. In 1860, on the 
demise of Alderman Wire, he was 
elected Alderman of the ward of 
Walbrook. In 1862 he served 
the office of Sheriff of London. 
in themayoralty of Sir W. A. Rose. 
In 1863 he became a Justice of 
the Peace for the county of Mid- 
dlesex and the city of West- 
minster. He was elected M.P. 
for Lambeth, without opposition, 
to fill the vacant seat oF the late 
Mr. William Williams, in May, 
1865; but was not successful at 
the general election, in the same 
year. Alderman James Lawrence 
is a member of the Royal Com- 
mission for the New Courts of 
Justice, and has discharged other 
important public duties besides 
those of the civic municipality ; 
he has always taken a great 
interest in popular education, and 
has personally inspected a large 
number of working-class schools, 
in England, Wales, and Ireland ; 
he is also an active member of 
the Middle-Class Schools Corpora- 
tion in London; and one of 
the council of University Hall, 
in Gordon - square, in connection 
with University College, London. 
He is a partner in the large firm 
of Messrs. William Lawrence and 
Sona, builders, of Pitfield Wharf, 
Commercial-road, Lambeth, and 
of Bread-street, Cheapside. He 
is a liveryman of the Carpenters’ 
and Fishmongers’ Companies.

THE 
HAVRE EXHIBITION. 


The Havre International Mari- 
time Exhibition was brought to 
a close, last week, by a series of 
brilliant fétes. From ten in the 
morning, on the final day, the 
streets assumed a highly festive 
appearance. At one o'clock, a 
well-dressed company assembled 
in the annexe devoted to the exhi- 
bition of fine arts. Here, with 
due solemnity, accompanied with 
music, and the eloquence of 
skilful praise, the awards were 
announced which delighted many, 
surprised a few, and necessarily 
disappointed some others. The 
Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, M. Forcade, was deputed 
by the French Government to pre- 
side, so as to give to the proceed- 
ings the high prestige of Impe- 
rial sanction. In the evening a 
public dinner took place in the 
elegant ‘‘cercle,’’ or clubhouse 
of the exhibition. The Minister 
again presided, and was supported 
by M. Nicole, the zealous and 
active director of the exhibition, 
M. Joret des Closiéres, the Sous- 
Préfet of Havre; the Mayor and 
other civic dignitaries, with nu- 
merous distinguished guests from 
various parts of France. The 
vice-chairman was Mr. Edmund 
Johnson (of the firm of I. M. 
Johnson and Sons, of London), 
who represented generally the 
interests of the British exhi- 
bitors. On Tuesday a grand ball 
was given at the Hotel de Ville. 
Amongst the danseuses were, of 
course, many English ladies. 
Though termed a maritime exhi- 
bition, the marine element was by 
no means the prevailing one. 
The articles which were exhibited 
comprised all those kinds seen 
last year in the Great Exhibition 
of Paris, though necessarily on a 
smaller scale and certainly more 
select. Itis satisfactory to remark 
that throughout the course of the 
contest the English have held their 
own, and this against worthy com- 
petitors. We find amongst the 
prizes awarded (and there are 
many whom we have not space to 
name), in class 1—that of ship- 
building, patent rudders, and 
iron boats—Messrs. Napier and 
Sons, of Glasgow, who have won 
a dipléme d’honnenr, the highest 
grade of award ; Messrs. Palmer, 
Messrs. Robinson, the London 
Engineering and Shipbuildin 

Company, Messrs. Henderson an 

Co., Messrs. Birnie and Co., and 
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Captain H. Lumley, who have won silver medals; Mr. T. Wishart, 
Messrs. S. and H. Morton, and Mr. J. M. Kilner, who take bronze 
medals. In class 4—for chronometers, compasses, mechanical 
telegraphic signals, and optical and nautical instruments—Mr. 
Parkinson and Mr. Frodsham have won a dipléme d'honneur; Mr. 
V. Kullberg a gold medal; Cuptain Albini, Messrs. Reid and 
Sons, Mr. F. N. Gisborne, at.d Messrs. M‘Gregor and Co., silver 
medals; Mr. G. Hornsey, Messrs. J. S. Gisborne and Co., 
Messrs. A. and M. Weir, and Messrs. J. Levi and Co., 
bronze medals. In class 5—that of pisciculture—Mr. Frank 
Buckland receives a dipléme d’honneur. In class 6 the Board 
of Trade receive a gold medal for their rocket apparatus for 
saving life in shipwreck; and Mr. G. Peacock, of Starcross, has a 
silver medal for a floating mattress. In class 7—that of food, pre- 
served provisions, and condiments—Mr. George Borwick takes a 
gold medal; the Glen Cove Company, Messrs. Huntley and Palmer, 
Messrs. Orlando Jones and Co.; Messrs. Peek, Frean, and Co. ; 
Messrs. Kidd and Hunter, Mr. J. T. Morton, and the Australian 
Meat Company have silver medals; while Messrs. Amay, Forbes, 
Condy, and Co., Hay and Co., and W. J. Colman and Co. receive 
bronze medals. In class 8 Messrs. Phillips, of Cockspur-street (who 
took the only British gold medal for jewellery at the Paris Exhi- 
bition), take a silver medal for the design of the Royal Albert 


Medal. Among the awards for perfumery are the names of 
Messrs. Napoleon Price and Letchford, the well-known 
Rimmel being Aors concours as a member of the jury. 


British furniture (class 9) was not represented, except by 
the cyclopean washstand of Messrs. Spiers and Son, of Oxford, 
who obtained a silver medal. In class 10, Messrs. Reilly and Co, 
have a prize for guns, and Mr. Wilks, of Cheltenham, for port- 
manteaus. Our collieries and ironworks were well represented, and 
as well noticed and rewarded. In chemicals and stearinary appear, 
for gold medals, Messrs. Price's Patent Candle Company, Sir W. 
A. Rose and Co., Messrs. Calvert and Co., and Messrs. J. C. and 
J. Field, London. In the class of manures, to Messrs. James Gibbs 
and Co. was awarded a silver medal for Bell’s Peruvian guano, a 
valuable improvement on the raw production. Messrs. Hincks, 
Wells, and Co., of Birmingham, receive a gold medal for their 
admirable steel pens; and Messrs. Reed and Fox a silver medal for 
their printing types, which are much admired in France as well as 
at home. The whole of the Lyons silks, shawls, and velvets in this 
exhibition were bought by Messrs. Grant and Gask, of Oxford- 
street, as were those of last year at the close of the Paris Exhibition.

‘FANCY FREE.” 
If the picture by Mr. Lionel Smythe, which we have selected for 
engraving, from the newly-opened winter exhibition at the French 
Gallery, retains a tithe of its charm in the medium of black and 
white, we should but fetter the reader's fancy were we to attempt 
with the pen to illustrate its graceful vivacity and natural truthful- 
ness. Not unworthily may it be named with those somewhat 
similar idyllic subjects drawn by Mr. Mason from the sweet 
budding time of girlhood which are so deservedly admired. For, 
though Mr. Smythe does not, as is usually the case in the works of 
the artist we have named, here render an evening effect, with all 
its beautiful harmonies of subdued yet rich colour and all its 
tender and pensive associations, he is not less faithful to 
another lovely phase of natural effect. Summer afternoon sun- 
light, barring with burning gold the cool shade of a country 
lane, trickling in tremulous twinkle through its overarching 
foliage, and, as they traverse the chequered way, in playful peeps, 
with radiant pencil, tipping into sprightliest relief a group of 
pretty little village maids in attitudes of wayward fancy, has 
seldom been so felicitously expressed. Drawing, colour, effect, 
touch, are alike admirable; and the dazzling yet tempered brilliancy 
of summer sunlight is in perfect keeping with the sparkling mirth, 
** fancy free,”’ and the lovelier dream-light shed by youth on earth 
and sky. The Shakspearean suggestion of the title it would be 
unfair to amplify, our little lasses having scarcely grown to years 
when they are likely to indulge in ‘* maiden meditation,’’ although 
it will be observed that, with proper discrimination, the artist has 
represented the oldest girl (to whom, naturally, the youngest child, 
the little toddler at her side, would cling from fatigue or for pro- 
tection) as of more serious demeanour. We may, perhaps, be 
pardoned for expressing some natural gratification on remembering 
that we were among the first to recognise the ability of the artist 
who has produced a work so commendable in taste and feeling, so 
excellent in execution, as this. 
NATIONAL SPORTS. 

Lincoln Autumn Meeting was not a remarkable one. The Spy 
disappointed his veteran trainer and ‘ackers not a little in the 
handicap, when he failed to give Choral 91b., and the Whitewall 
stable just missed the Aveland Nursery Handicap with Zapolya by 
ahead. Mr. Chaplin could win nothing on the first day; bat Mr. 
Johnson returned the ‘‘ all rose,’’ with Jeffrey as the wearer, four 
times on the second. Backers had the best of it at Liverpool on 
Tuesday. The weather was very bad; and a Kettledrum colt won 
the Knowsley Nursery Stakes. 

The “ Studd v. Stand’’ dispute at Epsom has been more talked 
and written about already than almost any turf matter within our 
recollection. ‘‘The man who belonged to Salamander’’ has the 
greatest number of partisans, who hold that the stand proprietors 
make so much money that however exorbitant Mr. Studd’s demands 
may be they ought to be —— with. The shareholders, on the 
other hand, feel that if they begin to pay for a most objectionable 
bit of the course at that rate, the successors of Mr. Briscoe, 
who owns the remainder and charges them so moderately, may have 
a very dangerous precedent to follow. The account of what has really 
taken place is most contradictory and partisan in its tone. Those 
who side with Mr. Studd declare that the proposed new Derby 
course has been found impracticable; but we are assured that this is 
not the case, and that it will be ready for the spring meeting. 
Till it is made, the stand committee will not be in a position 
to treat on equal terms with Mr. Studd. The present Derby 
course is most objectionable, and if the dispute leads to a 
nearly new one being substituted the racing world will be the 
gainers. Looking at the present course purely with reference 
to its gradients, it assumes (if stretched out) the shape of a 
strung bow. Inone part it rises 1 ft. in 18 ft., and the finish is 1 ft. 
in 150 ft. It is rather curious that the Doncaster Corporation do not 
own the small portion of their moor which is called ‘‘ The Hill,”’ 
and negotiations have been on foot to buy it from Mr. Childers, of 
Cautley. There have been a variety of speculations as to what will 
be done at Epsom in 1869-70 in case the dead-lock continues and the 
Derby should become void, and some ardent Turfites see in Fancy’s 
eye Mr. Merry sending Belladrum to canter over the original course, 
and then bringing an action against the stand committee for the 
stakes, &c. If this was to be the Derby winning process, we should 
have about 140 owners attending with their representatives on the 
Downs to walk over, and claim the stakes. Provided this new 
course is made and approved, it will be a very fine point as to 
which party will give the other checkmate. It seems that Dr. 
Shorthouse is the spirit of the storm—as he proposed, on behalf of 
Mr. Studd, the £1000 a year and £2500 down. Mr. Studd states 
that he intended to devote half the latter sum to a race. 

Only 31 out of 102 acceptances were made for the North Lan- 
cashire Stakes at the Ridgway Club; and 36 out of 98 for the 
South Lancashire. Mr. Ingleby’s India Rubber by Ewesdale from 
Tamar divided the former with Mr. Jones's Just-a-Pund by 
Beware; and Mr. G. A. Thompson won two courses with Test 
Act. The South Lancashire was also divided between Mr. 
Jones's Jewelled Cup by Jem Mace, and Lord Sefton’s Sapphira 
by Racing Hopfactor—a sire which his Lordship used pretty 
freely last year. Jolly Green by Ewesdale, anotner of 
Mr. Jones, won the Clifton Cup, which had, like the Lytham 
Cap, a short entry, and was divided between Lord Binning’s 
Bianca by Cresswell and Mr. T. Harris’s Grand Depute by Grand 
Master. It is reported that Bab-at-the-Bowster and Brigade will 











both run for the Altcar Club Cup. 
Apology from Katie Macpherson, divided the Galloway Stakes at 
Wigtown, and Air Pump by Apology won the St. Leger for 
puppies. In the Bothal St. Leger, the sexes were divided into 
divisions of sixty-four and seventy, and the first and second stake, 
£240, was divided between Mr. A. Pringle’s Flying Dutchman by 
Brother to Allegro and Dr. Richardson’s Mouse Ear by King Death. 
Patent Lever lost his fifth course in the Bentinck Stakes, owing to 
a terrible tumble, when running with Earl Percy, and Mr. 
Blackstock’s Belle of the Lodge was the winner. Flying Dutchman 
was sent by the merest chance for the St. Leger; in fact simply to 
meet another dog for a £3 bet, ‘‘ best in their places.’’ King Acre, 
this happy discoverer of latent talent, did-not win a course. The 
mode of drawing was a daring innovation, and it ought to be given 
notice of in future. 
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Mr. George Morrison, of Oxford, has arrived at Cambridge, and | 


has kindly undertaken to look after the trial eights, and get 
together a well-trained crew for the next University boat-race. It 
is curious that Marsdeny an old Cambridge man, should be pulling 
stroke for Oxford, and Morrison, a celebrated Oxonian oar, should 
be coaching Cambridge. 


FROM SHIP-BOY TO SHIP-OWNER.« 


It is very pleasant to find that An Old Sailor, resting after his many 
voyages and tranquilly passing away the successful end of a 
laborious career, sees clearly, allows cheerfully, and points out 
candidly the great progress his 
from the days of his boyhood to the days when his beard is grey. 
It is more usual for seniors retired from business to speak contemptu- 
roy! of the present and to be blind praisers of times past. 
An Old Sailor appears in one respect to do the present age less than 
justice; he is doubtful whether a ‘‘simple narrative of real life’’ 
can be expected to find readers. Now, it may be confidently as- 
serted that the public yearns more and more after reality; and in 
support of the assertion an appeal might be made not only to the 
popularity of works in which the results of ‘‘self-help’’ are illus- 
trated by unquestionable examples and to the extensive circulation of 
— which, though they may be kept up at a certain level 
y a constant supply of clever romance and ingenious speculation, 
derive their deepest interest, and receive their most appreciable 
impetus from some extraordinary revelation of actual life, but also 
to the crowded houses, at which are represented such dramas as 
seem to have absolutely no literary merit, and depend for their 
success entirely upon the faithful manner in which the realities of 
common existence are reproduced. It is true that in theatrical 
representations something that gives the spectator ‘‘ quite a turn’’ 
is almost indispensable ; but in the case of a book it is enough if a 
career, which at the outset seemed hopeless and in its course is 
beset with disappointments and difficulties, be at last crowned with 
success, and be finished in the golden regions of Eldorado, There 
must be an ultimate acquisition of money. Virtue struggling 
against adversity, and dying indomitable but poverty-stricken, is a 
spectacle for the gods; men like to see and to read of the virtue 
which leads on to material prosperity and gains admission 
to Tom Tiddler’s ground. In that case men become earnest 
readers of even a simple narrative of real life, and such a narrative 
commands immeasurably greater attention if it have the weight of 
authority conferred by a well-known name. 

Unfortunately, An Old Sailor has thought proper to be an 
anonymous narrator, and his three volumes wil, to a certain 
extent, suffer from their want of acknowledged authorship. 
What Tom or Jerry may have gone through and achieved 
may be extremely interesting, and the opinions they express 
upon certain subjects may be intrinsically valuable; but the 
interest is vastly increased and the value of the opinions 
is much enhanced when instead of Tom or Jerry you have 
somebody whose high character you know is held in general ae 
and whose experience you ‘now is such that he is especially qualified 
for speaking upon the topics he introduces. Moreover, An 
Old Sailor, although he partially adopts the style of the auto- 
biograper, is careful to state that he does not profess to write 
the story of his own life entirely, but mingles autobiographical 
reminiscences with ‘‘incidents in the lives of others,’’ whose career 
has come under his personal observation. Commencing, then, in 
the autobiographical manner, he, after a while, drops into the 
allobiographical strain, and confines himself chiefly to recording 
what happened, during a struggle upwards from ship-boy to ship- 
owner, to one Richard Claremont. Still, there is some reason to 
believe that the author’s individuality is to a considerable extent 
involved in the complex personality of Richard Claremont. 

Richard Claremont’s history is briefly as follows:—At the age 
of fifteen he was left ‘‘an orphan and all but a beggar.’’ He had 
made up his mind to “follow the sea as a profession ;"’ and, con- 
sidering London the best place to start from, he made his way 
thither, ‘‘ with a good supply of clothes and three pounds in money, 
a large stock for him, and with two letters of introduction from 
Barham to Devonshire men who were in business in the great 
city.”’ He had little or nothing to cheer him save the recol- 
lection of that fable which tells how a drop of rain fell from 
a cloud into the ocean and ultimately became a priceless pearl. 
Richard's earliest trials in search of a ship give occasion for a de- 
scription of the east end of London; of the cold shoulder and 
scornful treatment encountered by many a one of those “‘ hundreds 
of youths who are really anxious to earn an honest living by the 
sweat of their brow, and who cannot find it;’’ of the relations 
which existed (and do they not now, to some extent, notwithstand- 
ing the law, continue to exist?) between careless Jack and the 
grasping, thieving, murderous crimp ; and of the helping hand held 
out to the sinking, not by the prosperous, whose hearts might have 
been expected to have grown soft with welfare, but by the needy, 
whose feelings might have been sup’ to have become callous 
with . And herein is one of the chief merits of the book, 
that the writer does not omit to show how he who is most deter- 
mined to help himself must, nevertheless, be sometimes indebted to 
sympathetic ap iation, timely assistance, and even opportune 
accident; and how much more readily than would have been 
imagined the man of humble station discerns who is his neighbour. 
After disappointment, and toil, and tribulation, and only through his 
pluck in forming one of a life-boat’s crew does Richard Claremont 
obtain the desired employment as apprentice on board a mer- 
chant-ship. Then his successful course was fairly begun—with 
innumerable hardships and liberal rope’s end. owever, with 
patience and perseverance, and by ding his leisure time and 
spare money in book-reading and book-buying, ‘‘ he became, before 
he was eighteen years of age, sufficiently proficient in his duties, 
both as a sailor and a navigator, to be in with the charge of 
a the capacity of second officer, should a vacancy occur ;’’ 
and, happily, a vacancy did soon occur. Then, after enduring such 
a trifle as a breken thigh, with nobody but a negro steward to set 
it, he found =. come pretty rapidly upon him, and it was 
not long before he was Captain Claremont. An arduous and 
tolerably eventful life at sea, during which it had been his good 
fortune to save a beautiful girl from a watery De was 
closed by his acceptance of “‘the appointment shipping 
agent to a lar coal-mining un in Wales.” 
now Richard C ont took a step sufficient to appal the 
boldest heart, and certain—according to the latest doctrine—to 
ruin his prospects for life; but—unluckily for the doctrine—it did 
not. He wrote to the girl whose life he had saved to propose for 
her hand in such a matter-of-fact style as would move a student of 
romance to indi i if not to tears; and, being accepted, he

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honour, and unwearied industry, in addition to the other 
qualities alluded to, passed from coal agent to shipbroker and 
from shipbroker to shipowner. And at last he “achieved one 
of the highest objects of his ambition,’’ and obtained a seat in the 
House of Commons. 

Such is a concise summary of a narrative about which the author 
says :—“* If any of the youths of the present day are by its perusal 
induced to follow the example of Richard Claremont in his habits 
of industry and economy, my own leisure hours will indeed have 
been crowned with success.’’ 

The author declares his book to be ‘ without plan or mystery 
and merely a statement of incidents of saat life, told in 
simple and unsophisticated language.’’ If this statement is to be 
taken literally, it only corroborates the assertion which has been 
made that fact is stranger than fiction; for the disappearance of 
Clara Claremont, her marriage with the corsair, her reappearance as 
a widow, and, indeed, her whole history, are as extraordinary as 
the most enthusiastic lover of the romantic could wish any- 
thing to be. The incidents connected with Richard Claremont’s 
life at sea, on the contrary, are not so strange as those de- 
picted in many a fiction, and, nevertheless, bear a great 
resemblance to some of them, and prove that those of us who 
have had the advantage of reading certain nautical novels are 
not so much in the dark about “life on board of our merchant 
ships’’ as An Old Sailor would make us out to be. The author is 
unnecessarily diffident about his literary skill; there is small occa- 
sion for bearing in mind that he “‘ was toiling in the forecastle of 
a merchant-ship when other persons of his age were enjoying the 
advantages of Eton and Harrow, and Oxford and Cambridge.”’ 

With respect to the pseudo-autobiographical part of the narrative 
it does not appear to have struck the writer that when he represents 
himself as wifeless, childless, and “fast becoming morose, if not 
actually disagreeable,’’ he is very likely to seem to the reader to 
have played a game which was not worth the candle, and to be a 
shocking example of what induced the wise man to say, ** Vanity 
of vanities, all is vanity.’’ If the end of a life of energy, industry, 
integrity, and moneymaking is that when you “‘have secured what 
was so long desired,’’ you are to be “not nigh so happy”’ as you 
were at the “‘ stores in Wapping or at the dusty desk at the dingy 
office of a City lane,’’ is your example encouraging to the rising 
generation? But the author would, no doubt, refer us to Richard 
Claremont; and to Richard Claremont we must refer the reader, 
who will do well to pay particular attention to what is said in the 
eighth chapter of the third volume touching the repeal of the 
navigation laws. 

THE MAGAZINES. 

The most important paper in the Cornhill is by Mr. Palgrave, the 
renowned Arabian traveller, now British Consul at Trebizond. It 
relates to the new Turkoman nation which, according to him, is in 

rocess of formation on the north-east border of the Ottoman 

mpire. While the progress of Russia in European Turkey meets 
with sympathy from the Christian populations added by it to her 
dominions, her most recent Asiatic conquests have been achieved at 
the expense of Mussulmen, whom she has found it easier to subdue 
than to conciliate. The consequence has been an extensive emigra- 
tion into the districts still under Turkish rule ; and hence the forma- 
tion in regions previously almost deserted of a new people, in whose 
hardy cuore stubborn independence, and excellent social organi- 
sation Mr. Palgrave discerns a very formidable obstacle to further 
Russian progress in this direction. Be this as it may, he 
has done good service in reminding the English public that 
the Turkish race is not confined to Constantinople. However 
it may be faring there, its vitality elsewhere is unquestionable. 
We have only just heard of the resurrection of Turkoman nationalit y 
at Cashgar, and the subversion there of a Chinese dominion which 
had endured for ages. There is reason to believe that the 
Mohammedan insurgents who are giving so much trouble in China 
are also of Turkish race. ‘‘ The Murder of Escovedo” would have 
been a very interesting paper if this extraordinary transaction had 
not been so recently narrated with equal circumstantiality and 
more elegance in the pages of Fraser’s Magazine. ‘The Transit 
of Mercury” and “Critical Elections”’ are good examples of the 
tact usually displayed by this periodical in bringing forward those 
subjects in which the public happens to be interested at the time. 
** Lettice Lisle ’’ is continued, and two new fictions are commenced. 
“That Boy of Norcott’s’’ is a most smgular story, founded on a 
very improbable conception, and peopled with the most unlikely 
characters. It is, however, decidedly interesting, and possesses a 
ey originality of style which atones for much. “From an 
sland ’’ is also out of the usual track of fiction, but in no way 
improbable or eccentric. It is, so far, a spirited yet thoroughly 
feminine story, distinguished by glowing but chaste colour, and 
sweet, deep feeling. 

The current number of Macmillan is the best we have seen for 
some time. The first paper, by M. Paul Friedmann, records his 
feat in successfully deciphering certain despatches from the 
Venetian Ambassador in England in the time of Queen Mary, 
preserved in the archives of Venice. Photographs of these had 
been sent to England, but every attempt to interpret them had 
proved unavailing. The originals, however, have now yielded to the 
ingenuity and industry of M. Friedmann. ‘othing of 
extraordinary importance seems to have been elicited, although 
they serve to correct some errors into which historians have been 
led. ‘‘ Christ Church Servitors in 1852"’ is a melancholy account 
of the workings of an institution benevolently intended, useful 
perhaps in the times when it originated, but the source of un- 
mitigated misery and mischief in ours. The author writes as one 
into whose soul the iron has entered pretty deeply. The second part 
of the late lamented Mr. Chester's article on “The Food of the 
People’’ is full of excellent suggestions on cottagers’ gardens, 
markets, the artificial breeding of fish, and cheap dining- 
rooms. ‘The Wounded Soldier in Modern Warfare” is 
chiefly made up from some recent foreign publications. 
*“*Realmah’’ is concluded, probably to the relief of the 
majority of readers. Its merits are not of the sort likely 
to be widely appreciated. ‘The Chaplet of Pearls" is very 
spirited and on this month. Miss Keary’s “‘ Little Sealskin”’ 
is a pretty legend well told, so far as the narrative goes; but the 
effect is much injured by the rough, jolting versification.

The Fortnightly has a very interesting peper, by Mr. Herman 
Merivale, on ‘‘ North American Scenery.”’ e admits the colossal 
monotony of its forests, and the ravage wrought among them by 
cultivation, but dwells with delight on the mystic beauty of its 
lakes and the sublimity of its waterfalls. It should seem that the

The writer, becoming 
explicit on a question which he has hitherto seemed to elude, 
edeavielgts the impossibility of conceiving that all organised 
existence on the globe should have originated from a single 
primordial germ, or even two or three. He still appears to consider 
that the original centres of life, however numerous, were very 
simple, and that the existing complexity is the result of a 3 
ment. But Mr. Merivale’s observations on the comparatively 
slight difference between European and American vegetation seem 
to indicate that the influence of climutic conditions and natural 
selection is less than Mr. Darwin’s followers suppose. Mr. Lester 
gives a very pleasant summary of the oldest novel in the world, the 
** Ethiopica’’ of Heliodorus. Mr. Farrar’s eloquent and earnest 
paper on ‘The Church and her Younger Members’’ was read at 
the Dublin Congress. 

The Contemporary Review has a paper which ought to have been 
read at the Congress, but which was kept out by some decidedly 
sharp — on the part of the Bishop of Oxford.

The chief attraction of Tinsley continues to be “A House of 
Cards,”’ the present instalment of which is more cheerful and 
amusing than usual, with no falling off in interest. ‘ Breaking a 
Butterfly,’ like most of its author's works, is an unfortunate 
attempt to make an entire story out of the disagreeable personages 
and repulsive scenes which good novelists admit sparingly into their 
fictions for the sake of variety. ‘‘ All for Love’’ is concluded, and 
must be pronounced a good specimen of its class. ‘English Pho- 
tographs, by an American,’ are this month chiefly devoted to the 
praise of what obtains very little praise at home—the cab system 
of London. It seems, however, that there are no cabs whatever in 
New York, and without doubt a bad cab is better than none.

MUSIC. 

Mr. Mapleson’s Italian opera performances at Covent Garden con- 
tinue to be carried on with uninterrupted éclat. Since the brilliant 
début of the young American prima donna, Miss Minnie Hauck 
(which we mentioned last week), several of the most favourite operas 
have been given. In icular the ‘‘ Trovatore’’ was performed, 
on Tuesday week, with Titiens and Mongini in the principal cha- 
racters; and it was generally remarked that these great performers 
had never sung more splendidly, nor had been more warmly 
received. The performance of *‘Don Giovanni’’ took place on 
Tuesday last. Mdlle. Titiens, Miss Minnie Hauck, Madame 
Rudersdorff, Herr Formes, Mr. Santley, and Signor Bettini were 
included in it. The 4 Covent Garden company includes all 
the great stars which have recently delighted the public on the 
boards of Her Majesty’s Theatre. 

Since our last notice of the concerts at the Agricultural Hall 
they have passed into new management. On Tuesday week 
the hall was opened with Mr. F. Kingsbury as conductor and with 
a well-selected and well-performed mixture of classical music, 
which was favourably received by a numerous audience. Since they 
have attracted large assemblages, and Mr. Kingsbury’s ability and 
experience promise to be attended with due success. 

A concert was given by Miss Berry-Greening, on Wednesday 
week, at the Birkbeck Institute, under the direction of Herr 
Lehmeyer. Miss Greening sang her new song, “ Bright blinks,”’ 
and ‘* Tell me, my heart,’’ in both of which she was loudly 
encored; and her pupil, Miss Edith Kingsley, sang Moore's 
ballad, ‘‘Love’s young dream,’’ very charmingly. Mr. Stirling 
sang ‘‘ Non pid andrai’’ with great spirit, and did good service in 
the concerted music. Miss Agnes Greening, a young pianist of 
singular talent, played two solos, which were so warmly received 
that she was compelled to repeat them. The hall was crowded 
with a fashionable audience, and the whole entertainment was 
completely successful. 

ne series of concerts now carried on at the Concert Hall, 
Manchester, continue to be attended with extraordinary success. 
At the concert on Monday week Mendelssohn's Italian symphony, 
Beethoven's overture to *‘ Egmont,’’ and Auber’s overture to “‘ La 
Sirene,’’ were played in a manner worthy of the best metropolitan 
concerts. Mr. Sims Reeves sang the famous ‘‘ Deeper and deeper 
still’’ and “‘ Waft her, angels,’’ with a vocal power and dramatic 
effect which no singer since the days of Braham has been able to 
rival. We need not say that he was received with the utmost en- 
thusiasm. The novelty of the evening was the appearance of 
M. Coenen, whose pianoforte performances, though well known in 
London, had not been previously heard in Manchester. He played 
Mendelssohn's prelude and fugue in E minor, with a nocturne com- 
posed by himself. In both these pieces he did justice to his reputa- 
tion as an artist of the highest order, and his high qualities were 
duly appreciated by the audience. Miss Banks was much applauded 
in Benedict's song, ‘‘ The Skylark,”’ and in Linley’s ‘‘Oh! bid your 
faithful Ariel fly.’” On the whole, this concert made good the 
remark, which has been often made, that the Manchester concerts 
are second only to those of the metropolis. 

Mr. Kuhe’s annual evening concert took place, at Brighton, on 
Friday week. The audience was unusually brilliant. Many 
persons who were unable te be accommodated with seats were 
obliged to be satisfied with standing-room. Mr. Kuhe exhibited 
his talents as composer and executant in two pieces—one on the 
“‘Africaine,”’ the other a ‘‘Caprice de Concert, Carnayal de

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 


Experiments for burning liquid fuel in steam-boilers continue to be 

le, with sundry variations in the details. Dorsett’s system, 
described in ‘‘ Engineering,’ has recently been experimentally 
tested in the steamer Retriever, and, it is said, with satisfactory 
results. But we have on former occasions explained the unds 
of incredulity as to the superior advantages of liquid fuel, whatever 
method of burning it may be adopted. In Dorsett’s system the 
petroleum, or other liquid hydro-carbon, is raised into vapour, and 
this vapour is conducted into the furnace through a pipe and is 
distributed in jets by a rose and is thus burnt. The plan of raising 
the fuel into vapour before using it is not new, and we see no grounds 
for concluding that liquid fuel has much more evaporative power 
than solid weight for weight, while it introduces risks of fire and 
explosion, and is apt to create an unpleasant smell. No doubt some 
of the hydro-carbons are at present almost waste material, and 
might be had cheap. But this state of things would at once be 
altered if they were to come into use as fuel, and the persons who 
| sang finally benefit would be the makers and not the users of 

em. 

The carbon process of photographic lithography noticed by us 
last year as a highly meritorious and successful invention is making 
steady progress in public favour. Lately some experiments were 
made to determine the pr rey durability of photographs 
obtained by this process with those obtained by that species of 
carbon process in which the impression is taken upon a film of gela- 
tine. d it was found, as might have been expected, that whereas 
in the case of Pouncey’s carbon prints the impression was inde- 
structible when soaked in water and subjected to other severe tests, 
in the case of the prints taken upon a film of gelatine the im- 
pression was speedily obliterated or injured—the solubility of the 
gelatine even when steeped in alum being such as to undo the 
durability which carbon would otherwise confer. The desideratum 
in photographs is that, while possessing all the delicacy proper to 
the art, they shall be at the same time as imperishable as common 
printed books; and by Pouncey’s process in England and Garnier’s 
in France this condition is completely fulfilled. 

A curious experiment has been performed in France by M. 
Treves. Two tuning-forks of the same pitch, and set vertically at 
right angles to one another, had small mirrors mounted on their 
tips, and when a fiddlestick was drawn across them a circle of light 
was produced by a ray directed upon one of the mirrors—in much 
the same way as a swinging pendulum, if it has an equal impulse 
communicated to it in a direction at right angle with the original 
plane of motion, will describe a circle. If one of the forks had a 
current of electricity directed through it, the circle became an 
ellipse. It is highly probable that such an instrument may be 
employed as a new sense to investigate specific differences in bodies 
which could not otherwise be discovered, and differences in the 
quality of musical sounds may be revealed by characteristic lu- 
minous fringes and differences in the electrical or vital conditions of 
bodies by corresponding variations in the form of the curves. 

In Germany carbonic oxide has been obtained for use in fur- 
naces by passing carbonic acid through retorts filled with hot coke, 
the said carbonic acid being obtained by the calcination of lime. 
In this way it is said carbonic oxide may be obtained with a less 
admixture of nitrogen than if obtained by giving an additional dose 
of carbon to the carbonic acid resulting from combustion. The 
arrangement, however, is cumbrous and ineligible in many respects, 
and it would be much better to obtain the carbonic oxide by trans- 
mitting the carbonic acid resulting from the combustion of carbon 
in oxygen through a proper body of incandescent embers. The 
oxygen, more or less pure, might be obtained by straining atmo- 
spheric air through colluid septa. It is well known that different 
gases will pass through colloid bodies with different velocities, so 
that while one gas will pass only slowly, another will pass much 
more rapidly. We have inthis property an expedient for separating 
gases, more or less perfectly, by straining them from one another ; 
and it appears probable that the air proceeding to furnaces to 
maintain the combustion of the fuel will hereafter be freed from 
much of its nitrogen by the interposition of such strainers. 

The Hon. W. J. M‘Alpine, C.E., has communicated to the 
American Society of Civil Engineers a paper on the causes and pre- 
vention of the corrosion of cast iron when immersed in salt water. 
Where there is no galvanic action produced by the contact of brass 
or copper, Mr. M ‘Alpine traces the corrosion of the iron wholly to the 
presence of uncombined graphite and other similar impurities ; and 
he says that close-grained grey iron will corrode very little in salt 
water, whether wholly immersed or alternately wet and dry; and 
that white iron of good quality will not corrode at all. The same 
law holds in the case of cast-iron water-pipes employed to distri- 
bute water in towns. Mr. M‘Alpine’s large experience and high 
practical reputation justifies the reception of any information 
coming from him on such a subject with the most implicit con- 
fidence in its accuracy. 

Bisulphide of carbon, now very widely used as an excellent 
extractor of grease, has heretofore been considered objectionable on 
account of its unpleasant smell. The odour, however, it is found, 
~ removed by agitating the liquid with an equal volume of 
milk of lime and then distilling it off at a gentle heat. 

Mr. Huggins has communicated a paper to the Royal Society on 
the comet discovered by Winnecke last June. He found that on 
June 22 the comet had the ones of a circular coma, in 
the centre of which was a spot of light which was resolved in the 
spectroscope into three broad bands, which could not be resolved 
into lines, and this spectrum was found to agree exactly with that 
of carbon obtained by transmitting electric sparks through olefiant 
gas. The inference seems to be that the spectrum is that of 
volatilised carbon. 

In the French Academy of Sciences M. Bazille has called atten- 
tion to a new disease which has attacked the vine in some parts of 
France, and which is found to be rapidly contagious. This disease 
has been discovered to be parasitic, parasite being a species of 
aphis. 

According to M. Desmartis, the galls of the Lotus esculentis are 
valuable in cookery, having a flayour resembling that of the best 
Perigord truffles. 

A Swedish chemist has obtained alcohol in large quantity from 
lichen, especially the reindeer moss, by converting the starch into 
sugar by heat and acids, and the sugar into alcohol by fer- 
mentation. 

The im ce of obtaining bricks and crucibles of some refrac- 
tory material which will be capable of withstanding a very high tem- 
perature has been increased since the manufacture of steel ex- 
panded into such great dimensions, and M. Caron proposes to use 

magnesia as the best material for the purpose, as it may now be 
obtained at a moderate cost.

PARIS FASHIONS 
FOR NOVEMBER. 


Like the architecture of the Paris 
boulevards, the toilettes of the 
second empire become more snd 
more ornate at each successive 
change. What with the multi- 
plicity of ruches and lappets with 
which the robes of the present day 
are ornamented, it is impossible 
to divine the precise number of 
jupes, simulated or otherwise, of 
which these are composed. One 
thing, however, is quite certain, 
that ‘‘ robes courtes”’ are more in 
favour than ever, and that ‘‘robes 
a queue” are no longer the 
mode in the smallest degree for 
**toilettes de promenade,’’ which 
are usually in velvets, Irish and 
other poplins, serge, and plaids of 
every description, including well- 
nigh every possible brilliant com- 
bination of colour, so that for the 
coming season motley literally pro- 
mises to be the only wear. Sashes, 
with large bows behind, but with 
shorter ends than usual, are as 
much in favour as ever. 
Chapeaux, it would seem, will 
be no less brilliant in appearance 
than robes, for the former will be 
chiefly of bright-coloured velvets 
and trimmed with lace and 
feathers, bouquets, and wreaths 
of fruit or flowers, with usually 
a coronal in front formed of a 
ruche of lace or velvet ; the strings 
being of velvet bordered either 
with lace or satin. Attempts are 
still being steadily made to sup- 
plant the chapeau fanchon and 
introduce bonnets of the old- 
fashioned shape; but, until the 
chignon is largely shorn of its 
dimensions, these are not likely 
to meet with success. The Hun- 
ian ‘‘talpack,’’ a cap about 
Seer inches high, usually in black 
astrakan, and with a plume of 
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heron’s feathers immediately in 
front, is likely to be much worn 
during the coming winter. An- 
other novelty, in sealskin or as- 
trakan, resembles a jockey-cap, 
minus the peak, in shape, and has 
a bow, a jaunty feather, or the 
head of some little animal, posed 
at the left side. 

Mantles are, as usual, in velvet, 
trimmed with lace, or in silk or 
cashmere, trimmed with guipure. 
The shapes are most varied and 
elegant ; one or two of the more 
novel forms will be found repre- 
sented in the Engraving. Very 
high bottines are no longer worn; 
the tops, however, are still orna- 
mented with tassels or ribbon 
rosettes, and the toes are usually 
ornamented with embroidery.

ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


With the date of the dissolution of Parliament fixed, electioneering 
naturally becomes more close in its character. The unusually long 
time during which constituencies have been under the process of 
wooing has produced at least this advantage, that the objects of 
choice can be studied in their political characters, and the men who 
are elected will be, or ought to be, thoroughly known to the electors. 
It has been the subject of some remark that Captain Grosvenor and 
Mr. Stuart Mill should have delayed hitherto in presenting them- 
selves personally to the voters of Westminster; but now they have 
begun in earnest, and, truth to say, both of them have played their 
parts well before the meetings which they have attended, being in 
every respect straightforward and manly in their avowal of 
opinions on points such as teetotalism by Act of Parliament, 
Sunday amusements according to law, the ballot, and so on. § 

great has been the positive rioting at some of Mr. W. H. Smith’s 
meetings that the friends of that gentlemen have resolved to grant 
admission to those he may hold in future by ticket only. As to the 
Liberal candidates for the City, they are most assiduous, turning 
what might have been in a certain, though not an invidious, sense 
called hole-and-corner meetings into demonstrations by their 
presence, and, in one instance, uniting their strength to meet the 
poweste onset of a lady on the woman's rights question.

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 
THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 

The Right Hon. and Most Rev. Charles Thomas Longley, D.D., 

P.C., Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate 
of All England, and Metropolitan, 
Governor of the Charterhouse, &c., who 
died of bronchitis on the 27th ult., at 
Addington Park, Surrey, was the son of 
John Longley, Esq., barrister-at-law, and 
Recorder of Rochester, by his wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter of J. Bond, Esq., of 
Battersea-rise. He was born July 28, 
1794, and was educated at Westminster 
School, and Christchurch, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1815, with a first class in 
classics, and was subsequently college 
tutor, censor, and public examiner. He 
was ordained in 1819, and was appointed 
to the Perpetual Curacy of Cowley, 
Oxon., in 1823. He was shortly after- 
wards nominated to the Rectory of 
West Tytherley, Hants, which prefer- 
ment he held till 1829, when he was elected Head Master 
of Harrow School, and in the same year graduated D.D. He 
in 1836, was consecrated first Bishop of Ripon; he was trans- 
lated to the see of Durham in 1856 ; to the archbishopric of York in 
1860; and to the archiepiscopal and primatial see of Canterbury 
in 1862. The Archbishop was eminently distinguished for his 
piety, his devotion to the interests of religion, and for his amiable 
and benevolent disposition. He did not much appear before the 
public out of the range of his ecclesiastical functions, yet he had 
high scholastic qualifications, and as an author he is chiefly known 
by his collected charges to the clergy of Ripon from 1838 to 1853 ; 
by the sermon he published for the Society for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge, printed in the report for 1842; and by other 
sermons and several letters on religious subjects. His Grace 
married, Dec. 15, 1831, the Hon. Caroline Sophia, daughter of 
Henry Brooke, first Lord Congleton, by whom (who died March 9, 
1858), he leaves issue two sons and three daughters. Of the latter 
one is married—viz., Mary Henrietta, wife of the Hon. and Rev. 
George Wingfield Bourke, Rector of Coulsdon, near Croydon, fourth 
son of Robert, fifth Earl of Mayo, and brother of the present Earl 
of Mayo, Viceroy of India. The Archbishop had another daughter, 
Caroline Georgiana, who was married, Nov. 6, 1862, to Major 
Levett, late 10th Hussars, and died Oct. 30, 1867. The funeral of 
the Archbishop took place on the 3rd inst., at Addington, near 
Croydon. It was of a quite private character. The mourners 
consisted chiefly of the children and other relatives of the Primate, 
and the procession went on foot to the churchyard. The Arch- 
bishop was buried by the side of his daughter, who died just a 


year ago. 
LADY LOUTH. 

The premature and melancholy death of Lady Louth occurred, at 
the Hétel Royal, Dieppe, on the 27th ult. Her Ladyship, while on 
her voyage from Brighton to Dieppe, in September last, gave birth 
to a son and heir, and had never been well since. The Right Hon. 
Anna Maria, Lacy Louth, was the second daughter of the late 
Walter MacGeough Bond, Esq., of Drumsill, and The Argory, in 
the county of Armagh, and was born in 1844. Her Ladyship was 
married, Oct. 4, 1867, to Randal Perey Otway, thirteenth and 
present Baron Louth, and leaves a son, born Sept. 24, 1868. 


SIR S. H. STUART, BART. 

Sir Simeon Henry Stuart, fifth Baronet, of Harteley Mauduit, 

in the county of Hants, who died on the 
23rd ult., at Hayward’s Heath, Sussex, 
was the eldest son of Sir Simeon Stuart, 
the fourth Baronet, by his wife, Lady 
Frances Maria Luttrell Olmius, only sur- 
viving child of John, third Earl of 
Carhampton. He was born Oct. 23, 1790. 
He was formerly in the 10th Hussars, in 
which regiment he attained the rank of 
Captain. He succeeded his father, as 
fifth Baronet, Jan. 14, 1816. He was 
senior representative of the extinct 
poumens of Carhampton and Waltham. 
Sir Simeon married, Oct. 25, 1814, 
Georgiana Frances, youngest daughter of 
George Gun (afterwards Cuninghame), 
Esq., of Mount Kennedy, in the county of 
Wicklow ; and by her (who died in 1540) 
had issue three sons and three daughters; the latter are Georgiana 
Frances, married, in July, 1842, to John Long, Esq., of Marwell 
Hall, late of the 10th Hussars, third son of Walter Long, Esq., of 
Preshaw, Hants; Maria Henrietta, married, Oct. 20, 1845, to Edward 
John Morant Gale, .» of Upham House, Hants ; and Selina Jane 
Elizabeth, married, Feb. 7, 1857, to the Rev. James Fletcher, M.A. 
Sir Simeon Stuart is succeeded in his Baronetcy and the represen- 
tation of the ges of Carhampton and Waltham by his eldest 
son, now Sir Simeon Henry Stuart, the sixth Baronet, who was born 
June 16, 1823, and married, first, April 15, 1846, Julia Maria, youngest 
daughter of the Hon. James Cuthbert (late 60th Regiment), of 
Berthier Manor, Canada East, and by her (who died Jan. 10, 1848) 
had no surviving issue; he married, secondly, Nov. 28, 18650, 
Catherine Henrietta, daughter of General Worrall, Bengal Cavalry, 
and has issue by her a son, Simeon Henry, and two daughters. 
This family derives from Sir John Stuart, who was in the train of 
James of when that Prince landed on the English coast 
in his voyage from France in 1406 and was detained in England.

SIR R. PAKENHAM, K.C.B. 

The Right Hon. Sir Richard Pakenham, P.C., K.C.B., who 
died on the ! 28th ult., at his residence, Goolure, Castle Pollard, was 
the fifth son of Admiral the Hon. Sir Thomas Pakenham, G.C.B., 
by his wife, Louisa, daughter of the Right Hon. John 30} and 
was grandson of Thomas, first Baron Longford, and wife, 
Elizabeth, in her own right Countess of Longford. He was born in 
1797. After having been Secretary to Legations at various places, 
he was appointed British Minister to the United Mexican States in 
1835, British Minister to the United States of America in 1843, and 
British Minister at the Court of Lisbon in 1851, which latter Se 
he held till 1855. He was made a P.C, in 1843, and a K.C.B. in 
1848. He was appointed, Aug. 17, 1855, to proceed to Lisbon to 
congratulate the Portuguese Monarch, Dom Pedro Y., on his 
attaining his majority. Sir Richard was never married. 


LORD CURRIEHILL. 

John Marshall, as a Lord of Session Lord Curriehill, and an 
eminent Judge, who died, on the 27th ult, at his seat, Curriehill, 
near Edinburgh, was the son of John Marshall, Esq., of Garlies- 
town, Wigtonshire, by his wife, Marion, daughter. of Henry 
Walker, Esq. He was born Jan. 7, 1794; and was educated at the 
University of Edinburgh. He was called to the Bar in Scotland in 
oe 1818. After a long career of great forensic success, he 

yas elected Dean of the Faculty of Advocates, March, 1852; and 
appointed a Judge of the Court of Session in Scotland, Nov. 3, in 
the same year, in which capacity he bore the courtesy title of Lord 
Curriehill, and was remarkable for his learning, acuteness, aad 
other high legal qualifications. He was president of the _ 

rudence department of the Social Science Association in Edin- 

urgh, in 1863, when he delivered his admirable address on ‘* Land 
asa subject of Commerce.’’ He was a Commissioner of Sup ly, 
and a member of the Judicial and Speculative Societies of hin 
burgh. Lord Curriehill married, in 1826, Margaret, second 
daughter of the Rev. Andrew Bell, of Kilduncan, Minister of Crail, 
Fifeshire, by whom (who died in 1866) he leaves three sons and 


four daughters. 
MR. PARKER. 

C. 8. Parker, Esq., a ‘‘merchant prince’ of Live 1, and 
one of the firm of Sandbach and Co., died on the 27th ult., at his 
residence at Aigburth. Mr. Parker was the chairman of the 
Exchange News-Rooms Company, the Liverpool and London and 
Globe Insurance Company, and the Thames and Mersey Marine 
Insurance Company. In addition to being a clever and active 
merchant, Mr. Parker was an accomplished scholar and lover of the 
fine arts, and took a warm interest in educational questions.

Sir 
Thomas Monteath Douglas had by his marriage a son, who died 
unmarried, an officer in the Dragoon Guards; and two —— 
one who is married to William Scott, Esq., eldest son of 
Scott, Bart., and has issue; and one who was married to Reginald 
Yorke, Esq., M.P. for Tewkesbury, and who died a year after her 
marriage, leaving a son. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 


deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week e ending Saturday, Oct. 31:— 

In London the births of 2342 children (1180 boys and 1162 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks off tan 
years 1858-67 the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
lation, is 2151. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1521. It 
was the forty-fourth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1370. The deaths in the present return exceed by 151 the estimated 
amount, and exceed by 100 the number recorded in the pre- 
ceding week. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 340, the 
corrected average number being 362. Six deaths from small- 
= 31 from measles, 109 from scarlatina, 11 from diphtheria, 34 

rom whooping-cough, 50 from fever, and 20 from diarrhw@a were 

registered. The mortality from diseases of the respiratory organs 
rises under the influence of increasing cold; last week 188 deaths 
occurred from bronchitis, and 87 from pheumonia ; in the — 
ceding week the deaths from bronchitis were 120, and from 
monia 77. Phthisis proved fatal to 191 persons; and 65 paths 
were caused by heart . The deaths of 5 children from burns 
or scalds, of 7 ‘infants and one adult from suffocation, of 2 persons 
who committed suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses 
or carriages in the streets were registered. A lighterman, aged 
twenty-eight, years, died on Oct. 25, at 7, Devonshire-street, 

Newington, having been ‘ poisoned by eating mushrooms.’’ The 
widow of a breeches-maker died, on Oct. 24, in the workhouse, St. 
Margaret, Westminster, at the age (as stated of one hundred 
years. The medical officer reports that “ she enjoyed good health 
up to a recent period; she left two sons and three daughters, and a 
host of grendohildren and great-grandchildren; her eldest son is 
seventy-t and her eldest daughter seventy-five years old.”
